A Dying Actress Reads The Bible 


in 1837 "a tall beautiful woman with regular 
features, walked off the London stage, broken 
in health. When she was five years old her 
mother had died 6f tuberculosis. Her only sister 
bad contracted the disease and now Sarah Flow- 
er Adams had played her last role as “Lady 
Macbeth.” 

Pertially regaining her health, Mrs. Adama 
turned to writing verve, dramatie poems and 
hymns, ‘drawing themes for the latter-from the 
Bible. In 1840, when she was 35 years old, the 
actress was reading the book of Genesis when 
she came across the story of Jacob at Bethel. 
Thus was born the theme for what has been 
called the greatest hymn ever written by a 
woman. It was among thirteen from her pen 
to appear in print the following year.

On September 19, 1901, every city in America 
paused in silont prayer for five minutes...

“Nearer, My God to Theo” has rarely beer 
sung since the sinking of the luxury liner Ti- 
tanie, in April, 1912, without associating it 
with that marine disaster, As the few life boats 
pulled away with their cargo of 600, all hope 
was lost for those left on deck. The ship's 
bard went down playing a composition by Low- 
ell Mason, the dean of hymo-tune writers, as 
1,500 helpless souls sang the words of a dying 
actress who bad read the Bible and, like Jacob 
at Bethel, had a vision of being drawn....

GENE KNIGHT TELLS 
OF WATER SHORTAGE 


Mr. and Mrs. W. F. Xnight 
received word from their son, 
Gene Knight, who lives 
Lewisburg, West Virginia of a 
rather unusual situation, con- 
cerning the water supply there.

He has a special tank car and 
facilities for loading trucks 
rapidly. Last year his water bill 
reached a half million gallon 
per month. based on consump- 
tion. He was the greatest pur- 
chaser of water in the city.

It is estimated that in the 
summer months the population 
of Belle Glade is around 9,000 
and in the fall when migratory 
workers from all over the 
United States follow the har- 
vesting of various crops, would 
increase the population to ap- 
proximately 15,000.
